Washington, Dec. 15.—A sharp con­ 
test in congress is forecast over the 
proposed advance in postal rates, as

All classes of mail, except letter 
mail, would be affected by New s pro­ 
posal, which is

about $68,000,000 a year. 
Revenue is 
sought from this source to meet the 
increases of salaries sought by postal 
employes. Congress already has sanc­ 
tioned the increase, the house having 
overridden President Coolidge’s veto 
of the salary increase measure. 
The 
question of sustaining the veto is now 
pending in the senate. 
The postal committee of the Amer­ 
ican Newspaper Publishers' associa­ 
tion has attacked the postmaster gen­ 
eral’s measure, declaring 
that 
the 
suggested increase of $10,876,000 an­ 
nually on second class mail, consist­ 
ing entirely of newspapers and peri­ 
odicals, would have the effect of dou* 
blig the rates on newspapers' circula­ 
tion & mg through the mails. 
lins 
action by congress,” said a statement 
from the association, ‘’will have the 
double result of reducing 
tile $ rer- 
oimos accruing to the department and 
absolutely forbidding the circulation 
of daily newspapers in the mails.” 
Secretary of the Navy Wilbur in 
his 
testimony before a house sub­ 
committee, which drafted the annual 
naval supply bill, stated that in his 
opinion the United States would have 
to spend $110,OOO,U0u annually for the 
next 20 years on the navy, if it were 
to be maintained on an equal footing 
in all branches with that of Great 
Britain and superior to Japan’s. The 
secretary, pointing out that the esti­ 
mate was not a recommendation, but 
a "statement of facts as requested by 
the committee,” said 
that 
of 
the 
amount proposed $92,000,000 per an­ 
num would be required for ships, and 
$18,000,000 for aircraft. 
The controversy as to whether the 
American navy is fit to light found 
new fuel with the publication of con­ 
fidential testimony given to the com­ 
mittee during the preparation of the 
annual naval supply bill.

reported to 
congress 
that it did not feel "the country need 
be alarmed,” that “our naval prestige 
is 
rapidly waning." 
Accompanying 
this report was an official transcript 
of the testimony of Secretary Wilbur. 
The committee’s observation and 
the secretary’s statement went to the 
house along with the naval appropria­ 
tion bill proposing nearly $300,000,- 
000 to take care of the existing esti­ 
mate and construction heretofore au­ 
thorized.

Columbus, Dec. 15.—J. F. Walker, 
wool marketing specialist of the Ohio 
Karm Bureau federation, stated that 
Ohio wool producers receive several 
rents a pound more for their product 
han 
the 
average 
throughout 
the 
United States, while those growers 
n 
co-operative associations during 
the past few years 
have 
received 
more for their wool than nonmem- 
hers 
lairing the years 1910 to 1924, In­ 
clusive, the average farm price for 
wool varied from 15.6 cents a pound 
in 191J to 57.8 cents in 1918, accord- 
ng to figures submitted. 
From 1910 
to 1917, inclusive. Ohio growers re­ 
ceived an#* average of 3.8 cents per 
pound more for their clip than the 
United States average. 
From 1918 to 
924 farm wool prices in the Buckeye 
hate have been 7.4 cents above the 
United States farm 
price 
average, 
"o-operative sales have run still high- 
•r over the 1918-24 period than prices 
offered locally, Mr. Walker claims. 


LAKE ERIE’S WORST 
FISHING SEASON 


G a m b le Weather Blamed 


lei Present s a ilin g . 


Columbus, Dec. 15.—According to 
reports received by Director of Agri­ 
culture Charles V. Truax from H. C. 
Crossley, fish and game supervisor at 
the hatchery' at Put-in-Bay, the last 
fishing season has been the worst on 
record in Lake Erie. Stormy weather 
made fishing a precarious occupation 
and naturally affected production of 
spawn. 
During the first week of De­ 
cember last year the hatchery 
filled to capacity. 
At the same time 
.his year it was just beginning to fill. 
In spite of this, Director Truax is 
confident there will be a record out­ 
put this year. 
There are now 120,OOO,OOO whitefish 
eggs in the hatchery. 
No herring 
spawn apparently came up the lake 
this fall and it was necessary to go 
to Erie, Pa., for them. 
Since white- 
fish and herring eggs require five 
months for hatching, the plant will 
be in operation throughout the year. 
Were it not for the Canadian hatch­ 
ery. the United States hatchery and 
the state institution, fishing on Luke 
Erie on a large scale would become 
a thing of the past, Director Truax 
said. 
The Ohio fish and game divi­ 
sion, in this hatchery, operates the 
largest plant in the world devoted to 
artificial propagation of fish, he as­ 
serted.

Declares lf Present Tendency to Load 
Bulk of Cost of Highway Program 
on Motor Car Owners Is Not Cor­ 
rected, the Automobile Clubs Will 
Be Porced to Fight a Gasoline Tax. 
Threatens Referendum. 


Columbus, Dec. lo,—According to 
President Fred Caley of 
the Ohio 
State Automobile association, motor­ 
ists will resist the “present tendency 
to load the bulk of the cost of the 
stupendous highway program” on the 
motor ear owners. 
Caley in a statement declared that 
if thi3 tendency is not corrected by 
those responsible for it, 
organized 
motorists of Ohio would be forced to 
fight a gasoline tax to the limit and if 
defeated in their efforts, to obtain a 
referendum. 
"In their opposition to 
a gasoline tax,” Caley said, "motor­ 
ists of Massachusetts were forced to 
adopt such an attitude. 
The legisla­ 
ture enacted a gasoline tax despite 
their opposition, and they carried the 
lhw to a referendum vote at the last 
election. 
The 
gasoline 
tax 
was 
snowed under decisively. 
The auto­ 
mobile clubs of- Ohio have pioneered 
for good roads for a quarter of a cen­ 
tury. 
They are still fighting for bet­ 
ter roads; but this does not blind 
them to tho fact that there are cer­ 
tain public and general benefits of 
highway improvement, and that those 
who receive these benefits should pay 
their just share of the cost of ob­ 
taining them.” 
"A number of organizations have 
announced that they favor a gasoline 
tax, prominent among those 
being 
groups that are seeking to relieve 
themselves of part of their present 
taxes,” Caley said. 
He added: 
"They have advocated a gasoline 
tax without any qualifications. 
Mo­ 
torists are not demanding that their 
taxes be reduced; all that they ask 
is that they be not Increased. 
Gov­ 
ernment statistics show that motor 
vehicles are paying a total of 10.3 per 
cent taxes annually on their value as 
determined by tho United States cen­ 
sus bureau. 
In 1923, for example, all 
motor vehicles in the United States 
were valued a $4,50 ),OOO,OOO, on which 
value a total municipal, state and fed­ 
eral taxes was 
paid 
amounting to 
$471,000,000. 
In view of this fact, it 
is unfair to make the motor vehicle 
owners stand additional burdens for 
future highway development.” 
Caley reviewed the proposal made 
by Director Boulay of the staXe high­ 
way department, which will ask the 
legislature 
to 
appropriate 
$43,572,- 
390 for the next two years, $20,000,000 I 
of this to be used for new roads and 
the remainder for maintenance and 
repairs. 
"Three methods of raising 
this money have 
been 
suggested,” 
Caley said. 
“They are: 
Approval of 
a bond issue; enactment of a gasoline 
tax, and provision for an additional 
general state levy 
The legislature 
must choose which of 
thee© three 
measures it will adopt, or what com­ 
bination of any or all of them. 
In 
making 
this 
determination, 
organ­ 
ized motorists of the state wish to 
impress on the minds of legislator!1 
that at least $12.(» i i,OOO will be col­ 
lected from automobile owners next 
year on tii<*pr« sent bas hi of taxation.”

In their move to seek injunction 
gapers, leaders contend inaccuracy 
and inefficiency are involved in the 
..ork of the veterinarians, that large 
nerds are being destroyed and that 
udemnities are exceedingly meager, 
action is sought immediately, they de­ 
clared. 
Dr. F. A. Zimmer, state veterinarian,

In eithor case any amount of infec­ 
tion at some strategic i*>int can cause 
the harm, he continued.

HARPER FAVORS PLAN 


Pay of Penitentiary and Reformatory 
Prisoners M ay Be Increased. 
Columbus, Dec. 15.—Pay of peniten­ 


tiary and reformatory prisoners, for 
several years urgently recommended 
by Governor Donahey, will 
be 
in­ 
creased if the legislature passes fav­ 
orably on the budget prepared by 
John E. Harper, director of public 
welfare, for the next two fiscal years 
beginning July I, next. 
The present 
pay provided for prisoners 
of tho 
state is from I to 5 cents per hour, 
and the most any prisoner can earn 
for his family and dependents 
is 
$10.40 per month. 
In the opinion of 
both Governor Donahey and Director 
Harper, this amount is entirely insuf­ 
ficient to meet the needs of the fam­ 
ilies. 
Hardly a day passes. Director 
Harper said, but what complaint is 
made against the meager earnings of 
prisoners. 
These letters come from 
wives, mothers or children who are 
dependent for tho very necessities 
of life on what the prisoner Is able 
to earn. 
Director Harper has recom­ 
mended that 
the 
maximum wages 
paid to prisoners be 15 cents pet 
hour.
